1 and 2, characterized in that R 2 is chosen from a Ci to C 6 
alkyl group and a C 2 to C 6 alkenyl group , it being possible for 
each of these groups to be substituted with one or two 

group (s) represented by the group B as defined in Claim 1. 

4. (Original) Compound according to any one of 
Claims 1 to 3 , characterized in that R 1 represents an ethyl 
group substituted with a sulfonic group, a phosphonic group or 
a carboxylic group, that is free, salified or esterified, and 
R 2 represents an ethyl group substituted with a free or 
substituted phenyl group.
